Nice, have been received by the com­ 
pany. ft is feared that these interna­ 
tional swindlers have been circulat­ 
ing them lu Europe 
in 
great num­ 
bers. 
The counterfeits received cover a 
week’s operation 
by 
these swind­ 
ler*;-. The checks are dated August 22 
to 20. They were cashed by two men 
who signed 
themselves 
Robert 
T. 
McDonald and W illiam T. Riley. 
One man is described by J. S. Big­ 
ger, superintendent of the company’s 
foreign department, as being an el­ 
derly American, smooth 
shaven, of 
slim figure and having 
a 
flat nose. 
The counterfeit checks are all of the 
$50 denomination 
and 
of the 1907 
series. 
The counterfeits easily can be de­ 
tected, as they do 
not 
have 
the 
words “ Toited States Express’’ wa­ 
termarked on the paper. The genu­ 
ine $50 checks do. The ink used on 
the counterfeits is paler than on Hie 
genuine checks and there re other 
minor imperfections. 
The counterfeit checks 
bear the 
far simile of the signature of E. C. 
Platt as treasurer. 
It is supposed 
that the 
counterfeiters 
secured a 
genuine cluck, 
erasey 
the owner’s 
name, then photographer the check 
and from the 
photograph developed 
a plate for 
printing 
the chocks in 
large numbers. 
Twenty thousand 
banks 
through­ 
out the world have been cautioned to 
watch for counterfeits and European 
detectives

This revolver had been kept 
in the young man's 
room 
all last 
winter, but later 
was 
taken down 
stairs by Mrs. Ross according to the 
testimony of the youth. 
The youth testified 
that 
his mo­ 
ther thought a great deal of him and 
ti nee she has been in jail had given 
him money. The boy’s testimony con­ 
flicted in some respects with that he 
gave before the coroner’s jury. 
The 
testimony as to the details of the 
murder differed very little from that 
of previous testimony'.

yesterday and

far nothing new 
has developed outside of the testi­ 
mony touching on the domestic re­ 
lations of the family.

value is group insurance. 
Many em­ 
ployers are taking advantage of it to 
show' good 
will 
to 
their 
working 
force. 
The plan is simple. 
W ith a 
blanket policy aud at a cost ranging 
from I to 2 per cent of the payroll— 
a cost per person much reduced from 
the cost of separate insurance— the 
employer is enabled to guarantee to 
the family of a worker overtaken by 
death a cash sum equal to one year’s 
wage. 
Of course, it partakes of charity, 
but it is not in conflict with justice. 
The employer, on the 
whole , gets 
from the worker in value of service 
more than he repays in wages, else 
under the profit system he could not 
stav in business. 
By voluntarily in­ 
suring the worker he, to that extent, 
reduces the difference, 
a 
sign 
of 
moral awakening 
which 
does 
the 
worker no harm and is apt to do the 
worker’s fam ily much good. 
Group life insurance does not oper­ 
ate to extinguish an employer’s abil­ 
ity under any plan of workingman’s 
compensation now’ in force, and, of 
course, should not do so. 
It supple­ 
ments it by covering social hazards 
apart from factory perils 
Would its general adoption tend to 
interfere with labor’s 
demands 
for 
higher pay? 
It seems unlikely. 
it 
could only through labors’ consent. 
The pressure of needs upon the pay­ 
roll is not usually reduced by vol­ 
untary concessions on 
the part of 
employers, especially when 
disguis­ 
ed under forms of philanthropy. 
For 
underneath all such 
concessions 
is 
the elemental 
passion 
for 
justice; 
and it is this which is the mainspring 
of the labor movement.

Journeying in Space. 
Our world’s journey in space is 
a 
long one, *f we are to accept the con­ 
clusions of Dr. Turner of the univer­ 
sity observatory of Oxford and Prof. 
H. O. Plummer, royal astronomer of 
Ireland. 
Recent 
astronomical 
work 
suggests that the sun and its planets 
form a single unit in a vast system, 
the stars in which, though separated 
by enormous distances, have a com­ 
mon center of gravity, and in response 
to gravitation all move in unison like 
a stupendous machine.

International Joint Commission 
will 


open iii Ottawa on the first T uesday 
in October. 
This 
commission 
has 
been called “T he H ague T ribunal in 
A m e r i c a Its duties are to take up 
m a tte rs of dispute relating to the 
w ater 
boundaries 
between 
United 
S tates and Canada w ith a view to 
settling them am icably 
and 
fairly. 
T he commission was authorized by a 
treaty between the United States and 
G reat Britain signed in W ashington 
in 1909. 
The tre a ty provided th a t a 
commission 
should 
he 
established 
consisting of six m em bers, th ree to 
be appointed by the president of the 
United States and three 
bz 
King 
George V. 
Its sessions are to bo 
held alternately in W ashington and 
Ottawa and its expenses are to be 
borne equally by the two nations. 
One of the first m a tte rs referred to 
the joint commission was a study of 
the boundary waters between the two 
countries, especially 
those 
im medi­ 
ately west of the Great Lakes. 
H ere 
a tableland com prises the northern 
part of Minnesota and the w estern 
part of Ontario, extending m ore than 
a hundred miles on each side of the 
boundary. 
This tableland is the foun­ 
tain head of the greatest river sys­ 
tem of this continent, if not in the 
w hole world. 
T he land contains over 
20,000 lakes, which are sources or 
reservoirs for a perfect network of 
small rivers. 
All of th e se are tribu­ 
taries to larger stream s, supplying 
tlie w ater for the st. Louis river, the 
principal tributary of Lake Superior, 
and also for the Mississippi, tile Red 
River of the North and Rainy river. 
This last is the chief inlet to the fa ­ 
mous Lake of the Woods 
th a t 
has 
been so long the subject of inter­ 
national dispute. The waters of these 
small lakes and their outlets flow in 
all directions. 
A poetic traveler, ob­ 
serving the various courses of the 
stream s, rem a rk ed : 
“T he quiver of 
a bird’s wing in this country decides 
w hether a snow flake adds its mite 
of m oisture to the great river flowing 
to th e Gulf of Mexico, to the i o rth e m 
rivers em ptying into Hudson hay or 
to the St. L aw rence flowing eastw ard 
to the Atlantic.” 
It 
is doubtful if 
such a complex w ater system can be 
found in any ct lier part of the world. 
Only an Indian starting his canoe in 
one of these little lakes could tell 
w hether its outlet would take him to 
the north or to tile south.

mation. w aters winch rise and flow 
upon one Kid** of the boundary may 
be tributary lo a water system be­ 
longing equally to the other side and 
therefore not to be disturbed with­ 
out the consent of the government of 
the other nation. 
Lake Superior is 
kiln feet above sea level. 
Tills is the 
lowest part of t ins w ater system. Tho 
I .ake of the Woods is 1,600 feet above 
sea level, a rise of 4GO feet.

Tile St. Louis river flows into Lake

Louis river with Birch lake, a 
small body of water in Hie northern 
part of Minnesota. 
But Bilch lake 
was the source of a stream which 
was a tributary to Rain; 
river, the 
boundary w ater between 
Minnesota 
and Ontario. 
The utilization of this 
w ater by Duluth might therefore in­ 
terfere with the navigation and other 
industries 
of 
Rainy river. 
Conse­ 
quently, an injunction was issued to 
restrain th e state of Minnesota from 
tapping a lake wit bin its own bor­ 
ders to supply the w ater needs of a 
town in that state. 
Upon th e other side, the city of 
Winnipeg, w it Ii a population of over 


200,000, had the permission of the 
Canadian governm ent 
to 
locate 
a 
municipal w ater power 
plum 
upon 
the Winnipeg river, which is an out­ 
let of the Lake of the Woods. 
The 
plant supplies the power to light the 
city, the motive power for the street j 
railways and other public interests 
and is seemingly essential 
to

city’s development. 
T he citizens of 
the United States had just cause for 
complaint because the utilization of 
boundary w aters affects the supply 
of w ater they were equally entitled 
to 
T hese two g reat cities of the 
northwest, one in the United States 
and one in British America, are more 
than aob miles apart.

contesting for the use of w aler from 
the sam e system and any advantage 
given to one will be at th e expense 
of the other.

ticn?. Each supplies a surveying par­ 
ty, but the work is being carried on 
with absolute harmony and co-opera­ 
tion. This survey is one of the most 
difficult and unpleasant ever made. 
The surveyors follow 
small streams 
Iii canoes as long as the streams are 
navigable. 
Then 
they abandon the 
canoes and wade in the water 
and 
sometimes are compelled to wade hip 
diep in swamps to make the required 
measurements. The cost so far has 
been over $30,000, 
but 
no estimate 
has been made as to the cost of com­ 
pleting it. 
The 
chief engineers of 
these surveying parties 
will report 
progress to tho 
commission 
at the 
session in Ottawa. 
The personnel of the men appoint­ 
ed to serve upon 
a 
commission in­ 
volving such large interests will, it 
is believed contribute largely to its 
success.
